He has anoth- 
er in San Francisco that pays him as 
much more at the lowest estimate, for 
he told me himself that it averaged re- 
ceipts of $7 a day. 

“The smallest su I took in any 
night was $4.75 and the highest $6.40, It 
is perfectly safe to say it averaged $5 
a night and the total expenses were 
but $37.50 per month. 

“The place has seventy-two chea 
double bunks which he rents at 10 an 
1f cents per night and the 10-cent ones 
ere always full. He has a lunch coun- 
ter with a row of sugar bowls, cat- 
sup bottles and other things usually 
seen at such places, But it is only a 
blind to fool people who come to inves- 
tigate. Nobody ever gets a bite to 
eat there except those who take care

THREE LIVES LOST 
IN SWEEP OF FLAME. 


Employees of Eureka Planing: Mill 
Caught in Second Story Shop. and 
Perish in Agony Plant and 
Dwellings Destroped. 5

HREE men were burned to death 
between 4:30 and 5 o'clock yester- 
Gay afternoon in a fire which de- 
stroyed the Eureka planing mill, at 
Sixth street and Santa Fé avenue, and 
the adjacent dwellings. The body of 
each of the victimns was burned beyond 
possibility of recognition, and other 
circumstances combined with this to 
make identification of the dead a dif- 
ficult task. But after hours of inves- 
tigation it appeared certain, last night, 
that the following list is correct: 
THE DEAD. 
MARTIN LUTHER TODD, aged 60, 
assistant foreman. 
DUNCAN M'NEILL aged 56, carpen- 
ter, 
8. A. HEAP, carpenter, recently ar- 
rived frocn Riverside. 
ESCAPED.

All six latter are carpenters who, 
with Todd, McNeil and Heap, were em- 
ployed in the carpenter shop. 

The fire started in the explosion of 
a tank of distillate from which a 60 
horsepower gasoline engine was fed, 
and the flames epread with such rapid- 
ity and flerceness that within fifteen 
minutes the whole plant was a furnace. 
There were, so far as can de ascer- 
tained, eighteen men at work in and 
about the buildings at the time, all but

three of whom escaped with their lives. 
Of the remaining fifteen one was 
burned about the back of the neck and 
head and another from shoulder to 
wrist. A peculiar feature of the fire 
was the sudden disappearance, within 
a half hour, of ali these fifteen em- 
ployés. The most diligent inquiry on 
the part of police officers, firemen and 
other persons who were investigating, 
failed to disclose the wherestvouts of 
any of the workmen save B. B. Weller, 
a Fan fler who had been at work un- 
der that portion of the building where 
Todd, MeNen and Keith lost their 
lives, Weller gave the following brief 
account of what he knew of the fire: 
just TIME TO FLY. 
„ was at work in the machine 
shop, Which faced on Sixth street and 
wea the ground floor of the two-story 
section of the mill bullding. Above 
waa the carpenter shop, where a num-

ing a great sheet of flame swept over 
it. The back of my neck was signed. 
I rushed across the street, and there 
stopped and turned about and looked. 
“At one of the second-story windows 
of the carpenter shop Duncan McNeil 
Was trying to jump out. He had both 
feet across the sill, and seemefl to be 
hesitating, trying to decide whether or 
not to jump. The distance to the 
ground was not more than fifteen feet. 
“A minute later the sash dropped, 
pinning McNell’s legs to the sill, and 
as the flames surged over the Sullding 
he fell back into the ‘room. Until the 
building caved and fell vou could see 
the poor fellow’s feet there, hanging 
out of the window. It was horrible.“ 


ALARM TURNED IN. 


At 4:25 o'clock Patrolman A. J. Len- 
nox was standing at the corner of 
Santa Fé avenue and S{gth street, on 
duty. One of the mill bands rushed out 
of the office shouting fire. Lennox hur- 
ried across the street and into thé of- 
fice, which the flames already were at- 
tacking from the east side, where the 
engine and tank ‘were located. He 
turned in a telephone alarm to dre 
headquarters. Simultaneousiy two 
other phone alarms were sent in from 
the neighborhood. 

Engine companies Nos. 3, 4, 5 and 9 
and chemical No. 2 responded prompt- 
ly, but the plant was , before 
the first line of hose could be laid, so 
suddenly did the flames spread from 
their starting place back of the office, 
The yards were stacked with dried 
lumber, piled ready for use in min 
work; and the mill bullding, 4 struc- 
ture 50x120 feet, with a storage shed 
22x90 feet, contained quantities of 
finished and half-finished . woodwork. 
No readier materia] to feed a gasoline 
blaze could have been ät hand. 

THE BURNED BUILDINGS. 


For a clear understanding the fol- 
lowing mental diagram may de ob- 
: The mill plant and the three 
burned cottages occupied a rectangular 
plot bounded by East Sixth, Jesse, 
Santa Fé and Mesquite. The mill 
building faced 120 feet on Sixth street 
and fifty feet on Santa Fé. In the 
Fé corner of the 
building was the office.. On the root 
immediately east of the office was the 
tank of distillate. Under this roof and 
back of the office was the engine-room. 
Back of the engine-room was the two- 
story section of the buflding, occupied 
on the ground floor by the 
shop and on the upper floor by the 
carpenter shop. The west windows of 
on root 
away. 

South of the mill dullding and the 


mill yards stood a one-stor frame 
cottage occupied by a negro family by 
name Barkley. East of and immedi- 


ately adjoining* the two-story section 
of the mill building stéod an unoccu- 
pied one-story frame house, owned by 
A. L. Bennett. Adjoining this on the 
east was a one-story frame dwelling, 
occupied by E. H. Duncan and family 
and owned by Bennett. These three 
cottages were destroyed. Adjoining the 
Duncan's house on the east is a two- 
story frame house occupied by Patrol- 
man Frank Whalen and his family. 
That this house was fot destroyed 

due largely to the efforts of a number 
of Santa Fé yard employés, who were 
able to reach the scene before the ar- 
rival of the Are department, and who 
did splendid work then and afterward. 

SPREAD OF FLAMES. 

The story of the spread of the flames 
is perhaps told best by the foreman, 
Francis Frank B. McCabe. He said: 

“I think the fire started through a 
leakage of distillate from the tank or 
pipes, though there may have been an 
explosion. A soo as the fire broke 
out I got to the roof Where the tank 
was located, between the office sec- 
tion and the carpenter shop. In a 
minute the flames seemed to leap and 
spread in all directions, and I saw that 
the only work to be done was to get 
the men out of the building without 
delay. 

“I ran cast on the roof of the two- 
story section, the flames following me. 
I smashed in a sash in the west face 
of the carpenter shop and jumped into 
the room, calling on everybody to fol- 
low me if they would save themselves, 
and warning them in a word to stop 
for nothing. I broke a sash out of one 
of the east windows and prepared to 
jump onto the roof of the vacant 
house adjoining. 

“Before junpne I again called to 
the men to follow me. All of them 
except McNeil, Todd and Heap, did 
so, One by one, without any waste 
of time, we leaped to the house roof. 
and so escaped. I have an idéa that 
the three men who suffered death lost 
their lives through stopping to ther 
up ther tools, though I cannot say 
positively that this was the case. 

“Poor McNeil was struggling to act 
out of one of the east windows the 
last we saw of him. Some Say the 

h dropped on his legs and made 
him a prisoner. -I do not know if that 
is so. I did not see it drop. But we 
all, looking up, saw his ‘feet hanging 
out over the window ledge, after he 
had fallen back into the flames that 
were sweeping inte the room even as 
we escaped. The rapid advance of tho 
fire was to? most’ confusing feature of 
it. There was positively not a second 
to be lost by anyone in the upper story 
— the — that three of the men did 
ose a few seconds w respons 
for their deaths. 


WAYS OF ESCAPE. 

There were two sets of men at work 
in the mill, One, a shift of ten men, 
was employed by the Fureka Pianing 
Mill Company; the other. a shift of 
eight men, was in the employ of Ki- 
dridge & Dawson, who Carried on cer- 
tain work separctely from the regular 
— contracts. The men who were

FIREMEN AT WORK. 
Half a dozen streams were soon 
ng on the acre of burning bulld- 
but the chief effect of the water 
seemed to be an increase of smoke 
rather than a lessening of flames. It 
* a iurnace that would only stop 
betning when there was no more ma- 
terial to be consumed. 
crowds soon collected at the 
scene, many drawn thither from dis- 
taht points by the great column of 
smoke that rose. Ropes were stretched 
by police and firemen, Sut, the report 
having spread that several bodies were 
buried in the glowin ruins, these 
ropes did little to hold back the con- 
stantly increasing throngs. . 
Shortly before dusk word went out 
from the edge of the ruins that fire- 
men had found two charred bodies. In- 
stantly there was a rush for the point 
where a group of firemen and police- 
men were bending over an in-istin- 
guishable heap, shading their faces 
with their arms from the intense glare 
and heat. It was a Orief, hard fight to 
some of the curious people m 
overrunning the fire line and rushing 
into the area of hot exnbers to satisfy 
thelr morbid curiosity. The skillful 
handling of a hose-stream and a sud- 
den shower of water without warning, 
did more to clear the ground than 
could have been accomplished by 4 
dozen bluecoats. Unwillingly the crowd 


gave back. 
‘Kt was not two, but three corpses the 
men had found. Burued, charred 
and blackened beyond much semblance 
to human form, they,lay in a heap of 
debris at the north edge of the burned 
afea, midway between the cast and 
went extremes of the demolished dutld- 
ng. The condition of the bodies was 
yot such as should be described. 
‘More than an hour after their dis- 
covery, and when spray-streams of 
water had been used to cool the de- 
bris. immediately surrounding, firemen 
and undertakers’ men lifted the black 
ened corpses from the ruins and placed 
m in an ambulance. By order of 
Coroner they were removed to 
. morgue. dense 
— — the crowd about the ambulance 
that it was with difficuity the vehicle 
could be driven from the scene after 
it had received its pitiful load. 
SEARCH GOES ON. 
Following the finding of these bodies 
caine a persistent rumor that a fourth 
life had Been sacrificed in the fire, 
There was no circumstance to support 
this, but diligent search was neverthe- 
less. made, and firemen from time to 
e ventured as far into the ember- 
eaped and still biasing plot as the 
spasmodic rise and fall of the flames 
would permit. With their naked hands 
the searchers raked heaps of water- 
soaked and cooled debris. Their labors 
were rewarded by the findiag of two 
mall sections of human body, but later 
at the morgue it seemed fairly certain 
that these dismembered portions be- 
longed to one of the three bodies pre- 
viously found, and did not indicate 
the loss of a fourth life. 
One of these three bodies was com- 
. burned off below the knees. 
s at the fire suggested that this 
im@icated that a burning timber had 
falien across the man's body at the 
knees. It is a merciful likelihood that 
not one of the three victims suffered 
lomg. though their agonies must have 
deen great while life lasted. One 
breath of fame inhaled brings joss of 
consciousness quickly, and in such a 
seething furnace death could not have 
been long delayed. 


SORROWFUL HOUSEHOLDS. 

Each of the three who lost their 
Nn with his wife and you t son. 

Neil lived at No. 1817 rooklyn 
Avenue, with his wife and eleven chil- 
dren. Heap came to Los Angeles re- 
cently; his wife is understood to be 
made a t to ngeles not 
ag6 to see her husband. 1 
At the Todd cottage there was a piti- 
ful scene last night, when at last the 
Widow and son realized that husband 
and father was dead, and the awful- 
ness of his death was borne in upon 
them. For two hours after the break- 
Ing out of the fire—only a block eway 
~—Mrs. Todd bore up bravely, hoping 
against hope that at any moment her 
h@sband's step would mount the porch. 
She besought newspaper men who 
called to bring her news of him, for 
as ‘yet hie death was only rumored, 
and the main circumstance was the 
fact that he had not come home to 
relieve the anxiety of his family and 
no one could be found who had seen

him. 

When at last there could be no 
longer any reasonable doubt that the 
blackened bodies were those of Todd, 
MeNell and Heap, the grief of the be- 
réaved wife in the Santa Fé-avenue 
cottage broke bounds. Friends gath- 
eréd to comfort her, but what com- 
fort could they offer? It was not only 
hie death, but the awful manner of it, 
that shocked the mind and filled the 
héarm with anguish. 

Befides the widow and youngest son. 
W. E. Todd, aged 19. there remain of 
the family the following sons and 
daughters: Mrs. H. E. Farquhar, Lin- 
coln, Neb.; Winfield J. Todd and Mrs. 
DB. S. Wolf, Pueblo, Cole... and Harry 
R. Todd, den, Utah. Mr. and Mrs. 
M. L. Todd and thelr youngest son 
came to Los Angeles a year ago from 
Pueblo, where the family had lived 
for many years. 

‘At the McNeil home the grief-stricken 
family hed given up hope of the return 
of the husband and father. Marion, 
the -19-year-old daughter, who, while 
her mother lay prostrated with gricf 
was in charge of the household, said. 

“My father left home early this 
morning, and took his lunch with him. 
' he did not return this evening 
we began to worry. Then someone told 
un there had been a fire in the mill 
Were father worked and that thre 
men had been burned. Our beys went 
right down to the mill, but they could 
not recognize father.“ 

The young girl seemed dazed, and ap- 
parentiy hardly realized the loss she 
‘had sustained in the death of her pa- 


ront. With a hopeless look on her 
face she said: “I don't know what we 
shail do row. Father was the sole gun 


pert of our large family, and there are 
seven boys and four etris. Mother 
fainted when she heard the awful news. 
I suppose there is no hope of father’s 
return? It's awful to think he should 
way.” 
ortly fore 10 o'clock last night 
Hilbert and Mary McNeil, son — 
daughter 8 McNeil, called at 
Brothers’ morgue and identified 
the body of their father, through the 
jaw, where certain teeth were missiur, 
and through the reddish hair and cer- 
tain peculiar marks on McNeil's 
breast, which had been preserved 
through the falling of a heavy timber 
over his chest, thus protecting it from 
flames.

BODY BURNED 
TO A CRISP.

Terrible Accident Happens to 
Michael Sanchez. 


Victim of Lamp Explosion at 
North Alhambra. 


Writhes in Agony for. Two 
Days Unattended.

With the clothing burned off his 
body and four-fifths of the surface of 
his body burned to a brown crisp, 
Michael Sanchez lay writhing in agony 
on the floor of his house at North 
Alhambra for nearly forty-eight hours 
before succor came to him, He died in 
the County Hospital last night. 

Sanches was a member of the old his- 
toric Sanchez family of Los Nietos. 
He was about 36 years old and unmar- 
ried and lived alone in a cornfortable 
house owned by himself at North Al- 
hammbra, near the H. H. Mayberry 
piace. 

A lamp exploded in Sanchez 
Tuesday night, and the burning on 
splashed over him, setting his clothes 
and the house afire. Sanchez succeeded 
in extinguishing the flame., but not 
before nearly every stitch of clothing 
was burned from his body. He sus- 
tained what the doctors call a fourth- 
degree burn, the skin being burned to 
a crisp from the armpits to a point 
below the knees. In ail that surface, 
including both arms, there was not 4 
particle of cuticle intact. 

Although there are four inhabited 
houses within 150 feet 
home, no notice was taken of the fire 
by any of the neighbors, and the suf- 
ferer'’s groans were unheard until 
Tuesday aftern.on, when Mrs. Poyer- 
ena, a neighbor, accidentally discov- 
ered the victim of the burning and 
hastened to call issistance. 

Sanchez presented a horrible spec- 
tacle when the neighbors found him. 
Naked almost as the day on which he 
was born, and with flesh and 
blackened, he lay on the floor barely 
conscious. Cold and hunger had in- 
c the torment he suffered from 
his burns. 

Mre. Mayberry and others of the 
neighbors gave him stimulants and 
ministered to him as best they could 
until Dr. Cory arrived and 
charge of the 
kindness 
passenger «cent of 
tric Railwa,). the injured man was 
removed to the Cointy Hospital. 

Although conscious and talkative, 
Sanches was unable to account ‘or 
the explosion of the lamp. He stated, 
however, that he was sober when the 
accident occurred, as he quit drin 
about three months ago when a frie 
remonstrated with him for imbibing 
too much. 

Sanchez was related to most of the 
prominent old pioneer Spanish fami- 
lies of Southern California. He had a 
brother living somewhere in the vicin- 
ity of Alhambra, but * to yesterday 
evening the brother not been lo- 


Sanchez succumbed to his injuries at 
12:30 o'clock this morning.

The girl had been absent for a day 
or two; came back yesterday looking 
pale and ill. Few at the High School 
knew of her trouble. 

Yesterday morning while the pupils 
were in the halls passing from one rec- 
itation reom to another, the girl sud- 
denly fell into the wildest hysterics, 
screammg and shrieking. She was 
quickly taken to an antercom and 
one of the teachers, Dr. Gregory, who 
is a physiciah, was summoned. She 
soon recovered and Was able to go 
home in a street car. 

The child is said to be unusually 
bright and is respect as a fine stu- 
dent in the High School. She is one 
of several children in the Tsodicoff 
family. 

At the time Tsodicoff was recently 
locked up as a self-accused maniac, it 
was stated by the wife that the trou- 
ble in the family arose from her m- 
gistence on keeping this iittle girl in 
school against Tsodicoft's wishes.

Tire Troubles are Plenty at 
Automobile M eet. 


King Barney Holds Court, 
and Many Attend. 


May Come Today. 


King Barney 1 held court at Agricul- 
‘tural Park yesterday afternoon, and a 
fair court indeed it was. 

Society was there in full force; gaily- 
painted automobiles freighted with 
tonneau ioads of brilllantly-garbed 
girls crowded the rails on both sides of 
the track, while the spacious grand 
stand was comfortably filled by a mul- 
titude which became vociferous in its 
applause after Frank Garbutt had 
given Oldfield a real race in the closing 
event of the day. 

“Tire troubles” was the ban of the 
meet, and the failure of Frank Kulick’s 
pet Ford car to arrive on scheduled 
time did not help out the fun a bit, 
though to keep faith with the public 
the promoters put on an attraction 
that had been reserved for today and 
which proved by long odds the best 
thing of the afternoon. This was the 
closing engagement between the crack 
professional, Oldfield, and the star lo- 
cal amateur, Garbutt, both of whom 
did themselves proud in the matter of 
speed, though the race was run con- 
siderably’ slower than the individual 
records of either car. 

The manner in which a hard track 
like that at Agricultural Park eats up 
high-priced automobile tires must be 
seen to be appreciated. Oldfield took 
4 greater cha@ice than most of those 
who watched him were aware when in 
the third mile of his exhibition he sped 
over the ground on a casing worn 
through the rubber shoe to the fabric. 
A ten-mile run was a physical impos- 
sibility under yesterday's conditions 
and none was attempted. 

Garbutt, too, had his “experiences,” 
being forced to put on a new set of 
pneumatics during the afternoon. Al- 
though these changes took considerable 
time, the events were run off more 
promptly than any previously ‘ton- 
ducted in this city. l 

The meeting between Olddeld Sia 
Kulick had been looked upon as most 
promising, both as to excitement and 
as to speed. Considerable disappoint- 
ment greeted the announcement that 
although Kulick had arrived, his car 
had not, but rhe event was unavoidably 
postponed until today pending the ar- 


Kulick’s Car Sidetracked, but 


casion had to leave the track for need- 
ed repairs, 
The record performances ‘were not 
conducted under favorable conditions, 
as the wear on the tires showed an 
abnormal amount of friction, so on the 
whole, the performances must be set 
down as quite all that should have 
been expected. Garbutt came closer to 
performing the stunt he had set for 
himself than anyone else. The loca! 
speed merchant started against the 
amateur record of .56 2-5 held by Frank 
Croker and in his first mile succeeded 
in coming within a second and three- 
fifths of it, but his tires could not 
stand the pace, and so the Stewart- 
Garbutt filer stopped after the third 
trip. 
Oldfield sent his machine to the limit 
of its capacity, apparently, and suc- 
ceeded in reducing the Agricultural 
Park track record to .54 flat after a 
series of hair-raising dashes down the 
stretch and twists about the turns. 
Oldfield’s present machine appears to 
be of about the same relative speed as 
the one which he drove here last year, 
but takes the turns a little better. 
In the first heat of the five-mile 
four-cornered event, Oldfield and Bur- 
man, both in Peerless cars came to- 
gether, with the result a hollow yie- 
tory for Barney. The Blue Streak did 
ne finish, Burman thinking the race 
was two miles only. 
Garbutt and Oldfield then came on 
for the final after an exhibition by 
some of H. D. Ryus's White cars which 
was quite the funniest thing of the 
day. A “quick start and stop” compe- 
tition it was called. Passengers were 
changed with more celerity than care; 
one luckless individual delighted the 
crowd by a fancy pirouette on his 
head while attempting to “get off be- 
fore the car stopped.” 
Garbutt held Oldfield safe in the first 
two miles of their final event, and the 
spectators revelled in the prospect that 
a local man might land the prized 
honor of defeating the champion chauf- 
teur. The Stewart-Garbutt filer be- 
haved like! a lady and made splendid 
time; Barney had to let his car out to 
the last notch to catch his fleet oppon- 
ent just in front of the stand in t 
final mile. Time was 3.09 which 1s, 
though good, not quite what either ma- 
chine is capable of. The jockeying of 
these cool and capable drivers for po- 
sition at the turns was like that of a 
pair of jockeys in a stake race. Old- 
field hugged the rail, while Garbutt 
went wider as Barney did last year. It 
was a good amateur against a good 
professional, and ended in the usual 
way. Oldfield, however, looked to have 
just a little too much machine for his 
amateur competitor. The manner in 
which Garbutt's alleged “Twenty- 
horse” machine held down Oldfield's 
sixty-horse car must have been a reve- 
lation to some of the cranks. 
All local automobiledom was there. 
H. D. Ryus was at Mohave yesterday 
morning, but he wanted to be in it the 
finish, and in order to make an appear- 
ance had to set a new record for the 
trip. In one of his new White steam- 
ers, Ryus ran down in just five and 
a half hours: he says it is a jaunt 
he has no desire to repeat. Coming in. 
he raced with The Owl, and in places 
held his own even against that speedy

Potatoes are selling well, with mar- 
ket very firm and dealers looking for- 
ward to probable further advance or 
at least no chance of a decline. 

Fish were in fair stock as to rock 
cod, halibut and smelt, but all were 
cleaned immediately on arrival and by 
noon the market was nearly bare, the 
Friday demand absorbing all. Other 
varieties were not to be had.

Wild ducks were 
scarce. 

The fancy Colorado apples have been 
practically eliminated from the market.
